Result of Canal Struggle. 

The resignations are unquestionably the 
result of the canal struggle, though neither 
Minister is responsible for the failure.

NEW PLAN OF GOVERNMENT. 
Some mopths ago it was ennounced that 
an elaborate plen for the government of the 
Philippines, efter peace was restored, had 


| been prepared and had the approval of the 


President. It made provision for a Gov- 
ernor Geveral, a Ogbinet to be composed in 
pert of Filipinos, and an elective Logisla- 
tive Council in the election’ of which prop- 
erly qualified Filipinos were to be allowed 
to participate. To avoid the danger of un- 
‘wise legislation the Governor General was 
to have an absolute veto on the enactments 
of the Council; If the military operations 
of last. spring hed done as much towards 
crushing out’ the insurrection as it was 
hoped for a time’ they had, this plan might 
be in working order now. 

_It appears the Philippine commission has 
recommended the adoption of another and 
a simpler plan of government. It is mod- 


eled after that of the District of Columbia. 


The commission advises that the functions 
of government be intrusted to a commission 


‘of three members, one of them an army 


officer, having charge of general adminis- 
tration, and another a naval officer, manag- 
ing eustoms and foreign relations, The 
third—a Filipino of character and capacity 
-~ig to look after the judiciary and munici- 
pal matters. Thie would give representa- 
tion to the natives, but the two American 
members of the commission would con- 
trol it. | | 

It is said the President looks favorably 
on this scheme but is in no haste to take 
action concerning it, because, as he ob- 
serves sensibly, peace in Luzon is indispen- 
gable to the successful administration of 
any form of government. Until Aguinaldo 
and his armed insurgents have been driven 
from the field and the American jurisdic- 
tion is established beyond dispute through- 
out a much greater area outside Manila 
than is the case at present it is useless to 
attempt te organize a permanent civil gov- 
ernment. But when the time comes to at- 
tend to the matter the commission plan, 


glightly modified, may commend itself te the 


President. It will not do so to the politi- 
clans, for that form of government suits 
them the best which provides for the most 
offices.

Our lives and houses should, accordingly, 
says Mrs. Stetson, be so arranged as to 
“allow cooking to become a profession " 
that is: numbers of people should 
patronize the same cook, just as “ numbers 
of people patronize the. same _ tailor.” 
To that end the individual household 
kitchen should be dispensed with, and 
the professional cook, having prepared 
food in a central hitechén, should serve 
it either in the individual household din- 
ingroom or ina common diging-room, That 
cooking was divinely set apart to be prac- 
ticed by all women is denied by Mrs. Stet- 
son, as is the idea that woman's distinc- 
tive character or functions would suffer 
detriment from thé change. 

The “domestic” system of cooking is, 
indeed, a survival from the past, in an 
industrial world which has generally passed 
inte the “factory” etage. Stil] the ever 
increasing use of canned and prepared 
foods and the multiplication of eating- 
houses mark significant departures 
from the strict régime of household cook- 
ing. The central dining-room has been 
found more practicable thus far than the 
household dining-room without the house- 
hold kitchen, and while, perhaps, most 
persons shrink from what they regard as 
its sacrifice of “famlly privacy,” others 
sometimes find it a happy check upon family 
isolation, 

While the prise essay te full of use 
counsel and information for the housewife 
of today, Mrs. Stetson’s proposals are full 
of argument and engaging suggestion for 
any one who chooses to speculate apon 
the household of the future. 

. THE LESSON OF THE WORM, 

Chicago, ahead in the seasons as in

L CABLE TO THE NEW YORK WORLD AND 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

London, Sept. 4.—Senator Hanna returned 
to London from southern Germany on Sun- 
day afternoon. He is looking browner, but 
he still walks with a perceptible limp and 
needs a stick to help him along. In conver- 
sation with a correspondent he said: 

‘*l am feeling much better, so far as my 
general health is concerned, but my rheu- 
matism is showing no improvement. I shall 
have to worry that rheumatism out of me 
or it will worry me out. I have made the 
round tour of Europe and am returning with 
pleasant impressions, 

‘“T have not, however, been studying na- 
tionalities, and I am prepared with no views 
about the difference between the Kuropean 
peoples. I looked out for scenery, not for 
political opinions. I sail for America on 
the. St. Louis on the 9th. 
_ “I don’t concede that the recent election 
in Missouri to choose a successor in Con- 
gress to Mr. Bland has any political sig- 
nificance. It cannot be regarded as an in- 
dex of public feeling throughout the coun- 
try. Missouri is out and out a Democratic 
State, Everything is in the hands of the 
Democratic managers and they can cast 
any ballot they please. If they think it de- 
sirable: to register an overwhelming Demo- 
-eratie plurality in order to attempt to im- 
press the country they have only to send the 
order forth and the thing is done.” 


Importance of Ohio Campaign. 
Senator Hanna is h to Ohio to par- 
ticipate in the opening of. the Republican 
campaign at Akron. The zest with which 
the Senator is looking forward to the con- 
flict in Ohio is due to the fact that he recog- 
nizes the struggle there as the virtual open- 
ing of the battle of 1900. He says the Ohio 
campaign will furnish the real answer to 
the question as to the country’s indorse- 
ment of President McKinley's policy.
